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President's Report to Synod, Albany; October, 
15th, 1832. 


iy the auspicious day has arrived, a merciful 


Providence, we are permitted and enabled, to meet each other with cheerful — 


countenances and grateful hearts, congratulating each other and this onl 2 
city, that the Lord in his chastisement has remembered mercy and bid the — 
pestilence to depart from us. My heart was fluctuating between fear and 

which, viz. on the second 


hope; when the appointed time drew near, at 
Lord’s day of September last, this Synod was to meet in this city. Finally, 
upon mature consideration and with the concurrence of some of the Brethren, 
our meeting was postponed to this day, which, I hope, will meet the 


approbation of this body. It adds greatly to my happiness to see, that the 


usual state of health is once more vouchsafed to this city and to the country © 
around, and that, without fear or terror, we behold those streets crowded 
again with cheerful life and activity, which so lately echoed the appalling — 
sound of the lonely hearse, and those temples thronged by a grateful crowd, 

which so lately were, ina great measure, deserted. It is a matter of no — 
congratulation and gladness to know, that the prevailing epidemic has not 
thinned our ranks, but that we are spared, to celebrate the mercy of the Lord 
our God, and, together with his people, to rejoice in his goodness and still to 
serve him with renewed zeal and fidelity. Here, however, it is my painſul 
duty, in anticipation of the chronologial order of my report to you, to advert 
to the lamented death of the late venerable Senior of our Synod, the Rev. 
Doctor Frederick Henry Quitman, of Rhinebeck, who on Tuesday, 26th of 
June, of the present year, departed this life in tranquil and easy death, after 
a period of painful illness, protracted nearly through the space of four years. 


Athis death he had nearly completed the 72d year of his age. From the 2 


year 1796, the Rev. Mr. Quitman had been a regular member, for a few years 
Secretary, through many successive terms President, and, in his latter years, 
Senior of this Ministerium. His life was spent in untired activity and useful 
labors in the cause, in which he was engaged. May his memory long be 


cherished and respected among Us, and his mani energy 
activity imitated. |
